There were, as far as he could judge, three 
miles of streets of an average width of sixty- 
six feet vacated for this railroad company. 
His estimate, of the value at $500,000 was 
moderate and modest, he thought. 

Ald. Cullerton Explains. 

' Ald, Cullerton then rose to an explana- 
tion. He characterized the statement 
that the Council did not know any- 
thing about the ordinance as false. 
The whole subjegt matter had been discussed 
and debated for years. The ordinance as it 
stood was part of a proposition submitted by 
Mayor Cregier to the Council about three 
months ago. The question of the completion 
of the viaduct approach tu Taylor street and 
all the other questions involved had been sub- 
ject of debate in the Council and ingthe com- 
mittee rooms and of discussion in public 
press. 

The ordinance, he said, was brought before 
the Council in the regular way. It was passed 
with only a dissentmg vote. It was in the 
interest of the city. It propesed to expedite 
and facilitate long-obstructed and long-de- 
ferred public improvements. The Taylor 
street bridge had hung over the river for two 
years rotting and rusting. There was no ap- 
proach, and the people clamored for the com- 
pletion of the improvement. That could not 
be done as long as the city did not come to 
terms with the Northern Pacific. It controlled 
the eastern approach. In the same way the 
Ogden avenue viaduct could be obstructed by 
the company. The company in fact had 
threatened injunction proceedings. The pas- 
sage ot the ordinance permitted the improve- 
ment to proceed, and the passage of the 
ordinance also assured the construction of a 
bridge with appropriate viaduct approaches at 
Fourteenth street. 

The ordinance, he believed, was a good 
thing for the city. It made it possible to ef- 
fect an improvement worth millions.. It gave 
the railroad company the use of a few blind 
alleys and unused streets of little or no value.

HOLDING ENGLISH BOOKS. 


PUBLISHERS WAITING FOR THE COPY- 
RIGHT LAW TO GO INTO EFFECT. 


Considerable Uncertainty as to When the 
Agreement Between the United States 
and Great Britain Will Be Consum- 
mated—Charles Scribner’s Sons to Pub- 
lish the University Extension Series 
Which Murray Is Bringing Out in Lon- 
don—General New York News. 

New Yorx, June 25.—[Special.|—The In- 
ternational Copyright law goes into effect 
next month, but in spite of this fact there 
does not seem to be unusual activity among 
the publishers of this city. AtHarper & Bros. 
it was said that they had in preparation only 
two or three English works, which of course 
they intended withholding from publication 
until the proposed copyright agreement be- 
tween this country and Great Britain should be 
carried out. They had a feeling of uncer- 
tainty, however, as to the time when this con- 
summation would take place owing to the 
difficulties discovered in the English laws 
with reference to copyright. Certainly they 
had no sanguine expectation of the new ar- 
rangement being put into, operation early in 
July, and it was added that July was a poor 
season for publishing books, especially those 
of a solid character. 

D. Appleton & Co. coincided with Harper 
Bros. and said they had in preparation a few 
such books, which naturally they would keep 
back till copyright became a fact, but no 
more than they might have had under way if 
they had had no expectation of any change. 
In short, they were doing business about the 
same as ever in the month of June. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons said they were having 
no unusual number of English books put 
into type. A member of the house now in 
Europe had written to them that the British 
writers were now much more willing to treat 
with American publishers. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons were the only pub- 
lishers who seemed to be giving special atten- 
tion to the expected international copyright. 
Arthur Scribner said: I think a good deal 
is being done on this side in the way of get- 
ting English books ready to be put on the 
American market as soon as copyright is 
actually secured. His own firm were prepar- 
ing for publication a considerably larger num- 
ber of English works than they usually had in 
hand at this season of the year, and they in- 
tended keeping them in hand until the Copy- 
right law became operative. Mr. Scribner 
mentioned as works the firm were preparing, 
several of Healy’s juvenile series, and the 
long list of volumes in the University Exten- 
sion series which Murray is bringing out in 
London. 


WERE OVERLOADED WITH IRON. 


George W. Stetson & Co. Forced to the Wall 
—Liabilities and Assets. 

New York, June 25.—([Special.}|—George 
W. Stetson & Co., pig iron commission mer- 
chants of No, 69 Wall street, failed today, and 
the general partners, William W. Van Voorhis 
and Herman P.Schuyler, made ageneral assign- 
ment, without preference, to Sharon G. Strong. 
George W. Stetson is a special partner for 
$10,000 to Dec. 31, 1892. The assignment was 
precipitated by an attachment obtained today 
by Picanda, Mather & Co. of Cleveland for 
$8,599, on the ground of alleged disposition of 
property. George W. Stetson & Co. sold pig 
iron for Picanda, Mather & Co. to various 
firms, and it was alleged that they 
had not turned over the proceeds. The 
sales were to eight different concerns, 
the amounts ranging from $200 to $3,050. It 
was also alleged that $60,000 had been ad- 
vanced to a person not a member of the firm 
and had not been entered on the regular 
books of accounts, but only in private mem- 
orandum books, and that the regular books 
showed the cash on hand to be over $53,000 
when in fact it was less than $3,000. The 
firm’s trouble is attributed to its being 
overloaded with iron. It is said that they ad- 
vanced money to furnaces against shipments 
and accepted drafte which came in so fast that 
they were unable to meet them. Certain con- 
tracts and a portion of their business, it is 
said, have been assumed by another concern.

BOTH WILL BE CONSIDERED AT THE 
CABINET MEETING TODAY. 


The Banks Are Strong in Their Demand 
That Some Decision Shall Be Reached 

in Regard to the 4 1-2s—A Prompt 8o- 
lution of the Silver Problem Is Needed 
It Is Discretionary with the Secretary 

of the Treasury to Continue the Coinage.

also be considered. The banks are bringing 
strong pressure to have.a decision reached in 
regard to the bonds. They have been flooding 
the Treasury Department and the White 
House with letters. Many of the writers say 
that the continuous uncertainty is worse 
for financial circles than the funding 
at less than 2 per cent would be, but this 
an exaggeration. As long as the 4 
per cents are down to about $1.17 
the national banks would like to take advan- 
tage of this rate if it is gomg to be necessary 
for them to replace their 4½ by 4s. So they 
are urging that an immediate declaration of 
the policy of the administration should be 
made. But President Harrison does not think 
the emergency is so great. The condition of 
the Treasury grows better, and the probabil- 
ity that the 444s can be redeemed without re- 
funding has become almost a certainty. It is 
said that Senator Sherman rather leans to the 
views of the President, though he does not 
think it highly important whether the bonds 
be refunded at a lower rate or be redeemed 
when due. 
Need of a Prompt Solution. 

The silver problem requires a prompt solu- 
tion, for July 1 is close at hand andif the coin- 
age of the silver dollars is to be kept up the 
policy must be entered upon at once. The 
Attorney-General has given his opinion that it 
is entirely within the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to continue the coinage 
and thus increase the circulation by the 
amount of seigniorage which accrues to the 
government. There is little difference of 
opinion among lawyers about the discretion- 
ary power. The only question is one of the 
financial policy. A statement prepared 
by the Director of the mint shows 
that there is now in the United 
States Treasury 346,232,462 silver dollars, 
against which there are outstanding certifi- 
cates amounting to $315,077,935. Since Aug. 
13, 1890, there have been purchased under the 
provisions of the act of July 14, 1890, about 
48,054,234 fine ounces of silver at a cost of $50,- 
249,766, or about $1.04 an ounce. All this sil- 
ver has been coined into silver dollars and is 
now in the Treasury vaults. Director Leach 
is of the opinion that the government pur- 
chases have had a markedly appreciable effect 
on the market, as is shown by the recent rise 
in that white metal. 

“Prior to the of the act of July, 
1890,“ he said tonight, silver took an upward 
tendency in anticipation of the enactment of 
such a law.

Thomas Tisdale of New York Comes Home 
to Find His Wife Remarried.

ERAL ARTS COMMENCEMENT. 


Northwestern University Students Compete 
for the Trophy Offered by Mrs. J. 8. 
Kirk—W, . Walrath of Evanston Cap- 
tures the Award—President and Mrs. 
Rogers Tender the Class a Reception— 
Graduating Exercises at Wheaton Col- 

lege—Subjects of the Essays. 

The thirty-third annual commencement of 
the College of Liberal Arts of Northwestern 
University was held at the First M. E. Church 
in Evanston yesterday forenoon. 

The exercises consisted largely in the deliv- 
ery of eleven orations in competition for the 
annual prize of $100 offered by Mrs. James S. 
Kirk. These speakers are the students who 
attained the highest record in writing and 
speaking during their college course. 

The exercises were opened by music. Ashort 
prayer by the Rev. W. S. Studley, pastor of the 
church, followed, and then President Rogers, 
who wore the Oxford cap and gown, arose, ad- 
dressed the class, which at a signal rose, and, 
turning to the trustees, asked in Latin whether 
it was their pleasure that the class which stood 
before them should graduate. Upon receiv- 
ing a favorable reply from Orrington Lunt, 
Vice-President of the Board of Trustees, the 
class sat down. The President said: 

„Orator primus ascendat.“ 

Fred Monroe Tisdel of Kearney, Neb., 
mounted the platform and delivered an ora- 
tion on John Wesley and His Iufluence. 
Mr. Tisdel spoke of the moral degrad ation

She pict- 
ured the corruption of the English politics of 
his time and showed how Pitt rose above the 
selfish schemes of the petty politician and de- 
voted all of his remarkable powers to the 
welfare of the British Empire. 

“Leo X. and Martin Luther was the sub- 
ject of the sixth speaker, Amory Sherman 
Hoskins of Piper City, Ill. Mr. Hoskins told 
of the wealth and corruption of the Roman 
Church in the time of Leo; the sale of indul- 
gences by which tne church sought to gain 
money to support the extravagance of its offi- 
cials and the courageous opposition of Martin 
Luther the monk. 

R. Ray Shuman of Evanston took for his 
subject Hamilton and the Constitution. He 
pictured the troubled times which followed 
the Revolution, the untiring zeal with which 
Hamilton opposed the dangerous doctrine of 
State supremacy, and closed with a drumatic 
description of Hamilton’s final speech at the 
New York convention. 

Miss Martha Constance Smith of Evanston,

Johns Hopkins’ Gifted President Delivers 
an Eloquent Address to Ann Arbor 
Students on the Growth and Relation of 
Universities to Progress—Exercises at 
the Illinois State Normal School at 
Bloomington—Graduates of Kenyon Col- 
lege, Ohio—At Other Colleges. 

Ann Anno, Mich., June 25.—[Special.]— 
Today Michigan University celebrated her 
forty-seventh annual commencement, and the 
day is memorable as witnessing the gradua- 
tion of the largest class, 620 in all, that ever 
received diplomas from any American uni- 
versity at once. The audience assembled in 
University Hall to witness the commence- 
ment exercises numbered 3,000 people aside 
from the graduating classes. The front of the 
stage was banked high with choice flowers, 
presents of admiring friends to the graduates. 
Schremsero Fourth Regiment band of De- 
troit rendered several selections during 
the exercises, On the stage were 
seated President Angell, the orator 
of the day, President Gilman of Johns Hop- 
kins University, the Rev. F. R. Hall of Ux- 
ford, England; ex-Lieut.-Gov. Crosby of 


Grand Rapids, Thomas F. Bayard, Justice C, . 


B. Grant of the Michigan Supreme Court, ex- 
Congressman E. P. Allen, and a number of 
other invited guests, 

At 9:30 the classes were formed at their dif- 
ferent departments, after which the entire 
procession marched to the hall. Here after 
preliminary music and prayer President 
Angell, in a few simple remarks, introduced 
President Gilman as the gentleman se- 
lected to deliver the annual commence- 
ment address. Dr. Gilman paid a high tribute 
to the work of Michigan University and the 
position it has taken in the educational system 
of the country. He also spoke highly of the 
head of the institution and the corpsof learned 
teachers, then taking up his discourse on The 
Growth and Relation of Universities to Prog- 
ress. After an analysis of the forces — 
ing toward the advancement of humanity the 
speaker traced the gradual growth of ideas 
from the seeds of ancient times down through 
the ages till they have culminated in the mag- 
nificent civilization of the nineteenth century. 
He said: 

Man’s advancement and his understanding of 
the world have been going on since the beginning 
of human life, and his judgments have become 
clearer with the growth of the power of exact ob- 
servation and with the accumulation of details. 
He has always been a student and a critic, grow- 
ing older with each generation and learn to 
study more wisely. The train of human intellect 
was going on irresistibly. As sure as the young 
tree grows vigorous, so sure must the human 
faculties tend ever onward and man become more 
nearly perfect. 

People generale ore prone to think that science 
began after the Middle Ages. with Galileo, New- 
ton, and Bacon, overlooking the important fact 
that the soil was prepared for the seed ages before 
this. Tracing the history of science we find that 
hilosophers discovered certain mathe- 
matical rules, but were unable to correctly apply 
them, The world waited for Kepler, Newto 
and others to do this. Then the importance o 
the progress of language to history must not be 
lost sight of. An interesting question is, What 
language shall be employed as the language of 
science? Bacon wrote in Latin because, he said, 
English would not be read 100 years from then. The 
tendency is toward the French, German, and 

j languages; hence their emphasis in all 
schools of I 2 It is a common opinion of 
learned sen — English will be the chosen lan- 
guage, since it is greatly employed in all large col- 
onization plans. 

The importance of the universities and the col- 
leges in human progress cannot be overestimated. 
They exert a powerful influence on the men and 
women of the world. Here are trained the mer. 
chants, lawyers, physicians, statesmen, and eiti- 
zens. The foundation of the university system 
was laid back of the convents in . 

historic times—at least to 

reeks. The growth of the plan of commence- 
ment speeches can be traced back almost indef- 
initely. Then the graduate was obliged to de- 
fend a certain thesis in public before receiving a 
diploma. This took the place of our private ex- 
aminations. To this our system can readily be 
traced. Then howdo the universities proceed 
with the advancement of learning? Mainly by 
four factors—the observatory, the library, the 
3 and the professorships. e first 
as a place of observation naturally took 
its place in the university course and 
became practically the foundation of all. Then 
came the library to keep written expressions of 
the experiences thus ay together and to 
m em accessible. The laboratory is a mod- 
ern institution, but is doing a most important 
share of the work. 

In all these the most precious is the professor- 
ship. Without that would be lost. Of our 
professors we must exact two duties—instruction 
and investigation. For a university to thrive the 
community must be well educa In conse- 
quence let us uphold the public schools. Some 
people think the effects of ocracy 
and Republicanism on instruction are bad. 1 
am of the opposite opinion. The spread of learn 
ing is likely to be I when the principles of 
Democracy prev We must be patient, how- 
ever, and colleges must be different. The ten- 
dency to vary is readily noticeable. Inthe end 
we are to bave our own erican university, 
based on American ideas and schools. They are 
to be institutions of learning for all the defenders 
ofthe Christian faith. Though is a 
monument to man, the universities are biogra- 
phies of a nation. It is to hereditary environ- 
ment that human character owes its progress.

WHY WAS “LOCAL OPTION” LEFT OUT? 

The first plank of the platform of the Iowa 
Democrats, the one on which they probably 
mean to make their chief fight this fall, is as 
follows: 

We demand the repeal of the Prohibitory Liq- 
uor law, and in the interests of true temperance 
we favor the passage of a carefully-guarded 
license tax law which shall provide for the issu- 
ance of license in towns, townships, and munici- 
pal corporations. and which shall provide that 
for each license an annual tax of $500 be paid into 
the county treasury, and such further tax as the 
town, township, or municipal corporation shall 
provide, the proceeds thereof to go to the use of 
such municipalities. 

There is one notable omission in this dec- 
laration. Not one word is said in recognition 
of the great home-rule principle of local option, 
which, with high license, makes the Illinois 
legislation on the liquor question pretty nearly 
perfect in responding to popular sentiment. 

There are few States where there is more 
need of a local option law than Iowa, because 
it contains so many counties, towns, and vil- 
lages the overwhelm.ng majority of whose 
inhabitants are opposed to permitting the sale 
of liquor and are able to enforce the laws to 


prevent it. If there were a local option law 


sixty or more counties would vote against hav- 
mg any saloons within their limits, while the 
remainder, where total abstainers were in 
the minority, would be for licensing and regu- 
lating a traffic which it had been found im- 
possible to prohibit. 

The proposition which the Democrats make 
is to permit the establishment of saloons 
everywhere, even in places where nine men 
out of ten are against them. They are at one 
extreme and the Prohibitionists at the other. 
The latter say that majorities wanting liquor 
shall be ruled by minorities that do not. The 
former say that local majorities opposed to 
liquor shall be ruled by insignificant minori- 
ties that want it. Neither of them seems to 
have sense enough to follow the middle road 
of prohibition where it is wanted and can be 
enforced, and high license, with its accompani- 
ments of regulation and revenue, where pro- 
hibition cannot be. 

The Iowa “Democratse—or their platform- 
makers at least—are evidently insincere in 
their professions of devotion to true tem- 
perance ” when they leave out one of its dis- 
tinguishing principles. There is a smell of 
free whisky about this plank, and there is rea- 
son to fear that if they had the Legislature 
and the Governor they would repeal the Pro- 
hibition law at once, but would be in no haste 
to legislate further on the subject. Their dec- 
laration of intentions would have been a bet- 
ter one had they come out in favor of local 
option as well as high license, and also in- 
dorsed Dr. Keeley’s gold cure and the good 
work he is doing, And in view of the number 
of Iowa hard drinkers who have gone to hun 
for cure the Democratic convention might have 
concluded ita statement about the liquor ques- 
tion by calling on the Legislature to establish 
sanitariums throughout the State, where those 
whom all preventive or deterrent measures 
had not kept from becoming slaves to liquor 
might be treated according to the Keeley 
method and restored to society and them- 
selves.

In its twelfth plank the Iowa Democratic

We denounce the wasteful and lavish appropri- 
ations of the last Congress, which in times of pro- 
found peace expended an amount equal to one- 
third the total public debt incurred in four years 
of unparalleled war for the preservation of the 
Union. This billion-dollar Congress marks the 
final effort of desperate politicians to perpetuate 
themselves in power by subsidizing classes, com- 
munities, special interests, and privileged indi- 

viduals from the public funds, which should be a 
sacred trust to be administered solely for the ne- 
cessities of the government. 

II its tenth plank the convention further 
declares: 

We again acknowledge the great debt of grati- 
tude the Nation owes to the soldiers and sailors of 
the Union, and we declare in favor of just, lib- 
eral, and equitable pension laws for all invalid 
and dependent soldiers and sailors and their 
widows and orphans. 

These two planks are entirely inconsistent, 
the one with the other. The total increase of 
appropriations for the two years of 1891 and 
1892 over those of 1889 and 1890 was $170,000,- 
000. Of this increase $22,600,000 must be 
credited to the postal service, $8,000,000 to the 
census, $11,000,000 to the building of steel 
warships for our navy, $5,000,000 to rivers and 
harbors, $15,000,000 to the refunding of direct 
taxes to the States. These cannot be claimed 
as Republican or lavish appropriations, as the 
Democrats in Congress voted for them. But

THE POLICE CHANGES AND REORGANI- 
ZATION. 

The police changes that were made Wednes- 
day will stand the test of public criticism. It 
is regrettable, however, that the order could 
not have been issued sooner. There would 
have been less bickering and dickering. The 
men with grievances against that Captain and 
this Lieutenant would not have such opportu- 
nity to air their views and there would have 
been less of contemptible lying about some 
of the officers against whom the small-fry 
politicians cherished ancient grudges. The 
new Chief had to have time to study up the 
situation in order to avoid making mistakes 
and doing injustice. 

Maj. McClaughry has for one thing re- 
deemed his pledge to try to get the depart- 
ment outof politics. Of the officers promotea 
about half are Democrats. But not one is an 
offensive partisan. Capt. Hayes, whose 
resignation was accepted, was a very offensive 
partisan. He managed the policemen under 
his command in the interest of his political 
friends. The stuffed registries of the lodging- 
house precincts of the Eighteenth Ward are 
testimony to his zeal for Cregier, Ald. Ma- 
honey, and others. Against no other officer 
of the force could complaints of such inter- 
meddling unfairness be made and sustained. 
It is perhaps true that Capt. Ward was at one 
time an offensive partisan. But during the 
last two years he has maintained himself with 
dignity. He refused point-blank to work 
against Harrison for the reélection of Cregier. 
That ought to have told in his favor. Doubt- 
less it did. His war record is good, and he 
proved himself a most courageous officer on 
the occasion of the haymarket Anarchist 


bomb-throwing. His former offensive parti- 


sanship can be forgiven in the light of these 
facts. The district to which he has been as- 
signed requires a man of his type to properly 
manage it. 

Lieut. Ross is a fine officer, cool and cour- 
teous, and will make the Central detail one in 
which Chicago can feel pride. Capt. Mahoney 
is one of the most loyal and faithful men on 
the force, sober, level-headed, and zealous. 
His promotion was deserved long ago. 

Capt. Shea is in his right place as Chief of 
Detectives, He served in that capacity before 
and most efficiently. He has a national repu- 
tation as a thief-catcher. The cracksmen 
have a wholesome dread of him. Under the 
supervision of Maj. McClaughry there is every 
reason to believe that Shea will be one of the 
most useful officers of the entire force. 

The other minor changes need no words of 
comment. The force as it has been reorgan- 
ized promises to be efficsent and satisfactory. 
It may be added that the refusal of the Chief 
to appoint the ex-officers with “ grievances ”’ 
and records is not the least gratifying fact 
concerning the reorganization. 


BANK EXAMINATION. 

The forthcoming annual report by Col. E. S. 
Lacey, the Controller of the Currency, will 
pay particular attention to the subject of bank 
examination and the methods to be adopted 
in securing the most efficient work in that de- 
partment of labor. The necessity for this is 
emphasized by the recent bank failures in 
Philadelphia. Those two banks were prac- 
tically insolvent for a long time before the 
fact was discovered by the National Bank Ex- 
aminer, but it is noted that this official is one 
of those holding over from a previous admin- 
istration. A new system of tests and instruc- 
tions has been adopted intended to make a 
new Bank Examiner thoroughly familiar with 
his duties and qualified to detect 
the tricks that are sometimes attempted 
by dishonest bank officers. The new ap- 
pointee is made to spend several days in the 
division of reports in the bureau at Washing- 
ton and is then sent cn the road with a com- 
petent examiner to study his methods and get 
acquainted with his ideas. After this the ap- 
pointee is allowed to begin work in his own 
division, provided he justifies the expectations 
that have been formed of his ‘abilities, and he 
is furnished with a long list of written instruc- 
tions as well as verbal ones, with which he is 
expected to make himself perfectly familiar. 
Also they are personally warned not to retreat 
behind the shadow of a rule as a reason for 
omitting something that ought to be done. 
It is expected the report will call attention to 
the fact that the original purpose of bank ex- 
aminations was to protect the interests of the 
government and that protection to stockhold- 
ers and depositors is purely incidental, though 
the latter seldom lose a large proportion of 
their deposits and noteholders are protected 
from loss. The public have come to rely 
upon the official examiners in many cases 
where they ought to look out for themselves. 
Yet the official examinations have done much 
to protect the public, indeed far more than is 
shown in the annual reports. Bad methods 
have been corrected, meompetents forced to 
quietly resign, and dishonest ones compelled to 
make restitution in not a few cases where the 
facts are known only to the Controller, the

KANSAS FARM MORTGAGES. 

The Topeka Capital reports that despite the 
short crops in Kansas last year the higher 
prices realized for farm products permitted a 
large reduction in the amount due on farm 
mortgages in that State. The following were 
the amounts released in excess of those put on 
record during the month of May: Eastern 
Kansas, $129,490, or 20 per cent decrease; 
Central, $66,278, or 30 per cent; and Western 
Kansas, $17,693, or48cent. Excess released in 
forty-three counties reported from in these 
three divisions, $213,461, or 24 per cent of the 
total mortgage release. This besides amounts 


paid as interest on the useof money. The total 


amount newly recorded was $670,581, and 
total released $883,862. 

The farmers of Kansas are to be congratu- 
lated on having done so well on their short 
crops of last year and the prospect of being 
able to do much better on the harvest of this 
year. They have an abundant yield of the cereals, 
and, while prices may not be quite so high, 
they will probably rule much above the recent 
average, as there is an unusual deficiency in 
Europe. France is reported to be short fully 
150,000,000 bushels of wheat, needing to im- 
port that much to make up for a bad home 
failure, and news was received a few days ago 
from Russia to the effect that the government 
of that country was seriously considering the 
expediency of imposing an export duty on 
wheat for the purpose of keeping it at 
home. Also it is said that the free 
shipments of the last three months from India 
have taken out a large proportion of what 
that country had to spare. It looksas if in spite 
of our new wheat crop perhaps exceeding 500, 
000,000 bushels every kernel of our surplus 
will be wanted in Europe, and that is a condi- 
tion which should render it possible to sell the 
whole at good prices whether the bears feel 
that way or not. | 

Hence the farmers of that and other Western 
States have no reason to feel discouraged. 
They have no longer the excuse of short crops 
and low prices which has been urged by 
Alliance orators who profess to see a solution 
of the difficulty in the payment of three- 
quarters of the indebtedness and repudiation 
of the rest. They ought now to manfully re- 
solve that they want full value dollars for all 
they have to sell, and propose to pay out those 
honest dollars to the men from whom they 
borrowed, about 90 per cent of which was for 
improvemeats and business operations, and 
therefore expected to yield 4 profit over and 
above the amount of the loan. They 
will then preserve their self-respect, and 
the money they have left after paying 
up will be worth its full face 
for putting in bank, buying other property, or 
leaving to their children. Meanwhile they 
may remember that they are no worse off 
than the toilers in the cities, many of whose 
homes are mortgaged, and few of whom would 
have homes to call their own but for the abil- 
ity to borrow. The same rule applies to the 
farm. A large percentage of the men who 
now hold farms in the West would either have 
to work for wages or operate them on shares 
but for the willingness of men with money to 
lend it to those who will agree to pay for its 
use and return the whole when the loan ma- 
tures. Viewing the situation in this light tne 
mortgage is not a curse but a blessing, or the 
means of obtaining one, and becomes a con- 
tract to be fulfilled between honorable men.

The Cincinnati Times-Star in an article about 
Chicago drinking water says: 

There is no doubt of there being plenty of room 
for New York on the broad bosom of Chicago’s 
prairie, room for a hundied New Yorks; the 
ozone admitted, but of water, pure water, 
water that floats the sparkling ice in the glass, 
that tickles the palate, makes the stomach laugh

Our Cincinnati contemporary in the above only re- 
peats what is believed by some at a distance about 
Chicago water. Outsiders think the city’s sewage 
runs constantly into the lake, when the fact is the 
canal carries off all the sewage that runs into the 
river and its branches for eleven months in the 
year. Itis only during the heavy rainy weather 
of the early winter and spring, in which the down- 
pour, finding its way into the river, exceeds the 
capacity of the canal to carry off, that there is 
any discharge of sewage into the lake. If these 
heavy rains continue several days, as is some- 
times the case, and are aided by westerly winds, 
more or less of the sewage is forced out into the 
lake far enough for some of it to be drawn into the 
tunnel intake two miles from shore and thence is 
pumped back to the city and sometimes 
affects the character of the water. Dur- 
ing the other eleven months of the year 
the sewage goes westward through the canal to 
the Mississippi River and our water is absolutely 
pure ata temperature afew degrees above the 
frost point. For about 330 days in the year we 
have as pure water asanyin the world. So far as 
New York is concerned it always has brook and

Uncle Allen Talks Again. 

As a rule, my boy, do not let statistics alarm 
you. They are misleading. Sometimes they 
prove nothing and sometimes they prove too 
much. Thereis a great deal of misery, and injus- 
tice, and crime in the world, but there is a great 
deal of world to spread them over. As an in- 
stance of the way in which you can show the aw- 
ful effects of national extravagance, my boy, let 
us take the single habit of wearingshoes. It may 
never have occurred to you that this pernicious 
and useless habit, if persisted in, will surely drag 
the United States down to bankruptcy, but let us 
look at the figures. 

5 are about 65,000,000 persons in this coun- 
try. Of these it is quite safe to say 60,000,000 
habitually wear some xind of shoes. A fair aver- 
age of the cost of these shoes may be estimated to 
be $2.50 per pair. itis probably more than that, 
but $2.50 will do. Every person on an average 
wears out three pairs of shoes a year. If you 
were the father of a family, my boy, you would 
insist on estimating this average at six pairs or 
more, bat let us keep within safe bounds. Here, 
then, we have the appalling figures of one year’s 
consumption of shoes in the United States alone: 


Look at it, my boy! Four hundred and fifty 
million dollars! In two years it would pay off 
the national debt. Think of the aggregate misery 
of breaking in 180,000, 000 pairs of shoes—360,000,000 
all told—every year. Think of the countless mill- 
ions of corns, bunions, and ingrowing toe-nails 
caused by wearing them. Reflect upon the suffer- 
ings of the animals that must yield up their 
lives to furnish the leather for all these shoes. 
Remember that in the happy days of Adam and 
Eve, before their fall, and even during their win- 
ter, they wore no shoes, and were all the happier 
for not wearing any. 

Don’t be afraid to look these facts in the face, 
my boy. If they fail to convince you that every- 
body ought to go back to sandals or bare feet I 
have at least done my duty as a statistician and 
political economist in pointing them out.

Paris, June 25.—A meeting composed of 
about 6,000 bakers took place in this city to- 
day.

It Ihave exceeded my authority, censure me, 
but if I have facilitated the city’s business per- 
haps I may be found to deserve thanks. About 
the proceedings in the Council concerning this 
matter I have nothing to say, and will not be 
dragged into it. 

The vote on the repealing ordinance was 
then taken. McAbee tried to explain his vote, 
but there were objections.

Wanted Its History. 

Cremer followed up his victory by intro- 
ducing the following:

But the end was not yet. Sexton intro- 
duced an order, which was adopted, providing 
that all ordinances for public improvements 
other than special assessmeut ordinances com- 
ing from the Commissioner of Public Works 
to the Council be distinctly marked and de- 
scribed by title and otherwise, and that before 
being acted on they be published. This looked 
like rubbing it in, but it passed without ob- 
jection, and the fight on the much-discussed 
order was over for the time being.

THEY ARE OUT FOR QUAY’S SCALP. 


Pennsylvania Republicans Start the Move- 
ment Against the Senator. 
PuHILaADELPuiA, Pa., June 25.—[Special.]— 
About fifty Republicans, few of whom have 
taken any active part in politics, gathered at 
the Pennsylvania club this afternoon to form 
the new organization that is intended to blow 
Senator Quay esky high politically. They de- 
cided to call it the Citizens’ Republican Asso- 
ciation, and adopted a constitution ana by- 
laws, in which the purpose of the association 
was stated to be to advocate and disseminate 
the principles of the Republican party; to op- 
pose earnestly every candidate for official 
ition not worthy of private esteem or pub- 
ic confidence; to promote honest politi 
and to accomplish other praiseworthy ends.’

Lu Mans, Ia., June 25.—({Special. |—The 
flood of yesterday came down Willow Creek 
from the direction of Sutherland. The 
opening under the Itlinois Central track a 
mile east of Le Mars would not carry off the 
water and the flood accumulated until it 
formed.a lake and burst down the railroad 
grade. The water rushed through a break 
half a mile wide and twenty feet deep, only 
Ps tops of the telegraph poles showing above 

ca 

The track for a mile was swept away and 
left in a twisted mass, strung along the course 
of the torrent. Steel rails were bent like 
straws, and cattle and horses grazing 
on dry pastures found themselves 
suddenly swept along by a deep stream that 
would have floated a large steamer. The tor- 
rent was nearly a mile wide and did not sub- 
side for over eleven hours. Hundreds of 
head of cattle and horses were caught by the 
flood. Men in boats worked far into the 
night rescuing stock. The current was very 
swift, making it difficult to navigate boats. 
Many cattle were drowned and their dead 
bodies are now lying in some cases a quarter 
of a mile from the river. 

No lives were lost and no damage was done 
to Le Mars, as it is situated on high ground 
back from the river. A hundred thousand 
dollars would not pay for the damage done in 
this county to crops, bridges, and highways, 
to say nothing of the railroad loss. 

Great damage was done at Terril, Hinton, 
James, and Leeds. The valley of the Floyd 
was swept by the flood for over thirty miles, 
spreading out in places a mile and a half wide. 
The track between here and Sioux City was 
repaired today, but the Illinois Central be- 
tween here and Cherokee has lost four to six 
miles of roadbed and will not be in operation 
for several days. 


WASHED AWAY A WHOLE TOWN. 


Moville, Ia., Swept Out of Existence by the 
Torrent. 

Sroux Crry, Ia., June 26.—[Special.]—The 
flood in the Floyd River, which came past Le 
Mars and Merrill, did great damage in the 
country. It reached here early this morning 
and the river rose about twelve feet. One 
hundred aud fifty houses in the valley are par- 
tially submerged and the families have moved 
out to the hills. The large stove works, a shoe 
factory, flour mill, and foundry in the suburb 
of the town are closed. There was no loss of 
life here. A man in from Moville, eighteen 
miles east of here, reports that the whole 
town was swept away and only one honse was 
untouched, 

Aurelia reports from two to four feet of 
water in the streets. The cellars are flooded 
and thousands of dollars’ worth of merchan- 
dise and household goods are destroyed. At 
Storm Lake the merchants were unable to get 
into their stores on account of the water. cil

The following additional particulars of the 
flood at Cherokee have been received. The 
wagon bridge over the Sioux south of the 
town went down about 10 o’clock Tuesday 
night. This was followed by all the houses 
on the flatin that part of the town, number- 
ing cver 100. The number of people driven 
from their homes was between 1,200 and 1,500. 
The river continued to rise until3 o’clock, at 
that time being ten feet higher than was ever 
known. Every bridge across the Sioux 
River, both wagon and railroad, is gone be- 
tween here and Onawa, and probably every 
bridge in Cherokee County, on the Sioux 
River. The town presents a very sorrowful 
appearance. Those houses that remain on the 
flat are almost buried in mud. The destruc- 
tion of property alone in Cherokee is about 


Further reports here place the loss at Suther- 
land by storm at $75,000 to buildings alone. 
No estimate can be made of the loss in crops 
through the Little Sioux and Floyd Valleys. 
Seventy miles of Illinois Central track was 
submerged by water, and the loss will reach 
$100,000 and take many days to repair. It is 
im ible to estimate the loss to Chicago 
and Northwestern. It will be fully as great as

Judge Gary Decides an Important Point in 
a Pool-Selling Case. 

A decision rendered by Judge Gary of the Ap- 

pellate Court yesterday is to the effect that if the 


eity authorities permit pool-selling and book- 


making in an inclosure they must allow it else- 
where, for there can be no discrimination. 

Last fall E. J. Brownell, a bookmaker and pool- 
seller on the South Side, was arrested and prose- 
cuted for violating an ordinance passed by the 
city Sept. 16, 1889, which prohibited pool-selling 
and bookmaking except in actual inclosures of 
fair or racetrack associations 8 3 
the State laws. Before Judge Tul sitt 
the Criminal Court, it was — 20 ‘on behalf ut 
Brownell that the ordinance was void because it 
permitted the city te discriminate, and the Judge 
so held. n this finding an appeal was taken 
to the Appellate Court. 

In deciding thé case Judge Gary says that the 
authority of the city to pass any ordinance upon 
the subject in question is not derived from the 
act in the statute, but from the act govern 
— villages, and towns, and that authority is 

r gaming and gambling houses. 
pon a subject matter which the city pas 
1 N to regulate, doubtless there may be’ 
crimination for sufficient reasons, but authority 
to suppress is not authority to permit and regu- 
late. In the exercise of suppression the city 
cannot be 1 — and by implication confer ae 
some a vilege to do what is prohibited to 
others. To allow this ordinance to stand would 
create a sword against those who ‘are discrimi- 
nated against and a shield to favorites. The

CHILEAN GOVERNMENT FORCES AHEAD. 


Recent Advices from Admiral McCann In- 
dicate the Insurgents’ Weakness. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 25.—The Navy 
Department has received a report from Ad- 
miral MeCann on board his flagship, the Bal- 
timore, er Iquique, Chile, May 25, as fol- 
lows: 

“There havé been no military or naval 
operations of importance in the north prov- 
inces recently. Admiral Hotham, who keeps 
himself well informed concerning events by 
his cruisers moving up and down the coast, 
writing from Coquimbo the 13th inst., 
informed me that all the revolution- 
ary squadron had gone north from Cal 
dera and that only 700 or 800 men were left to 
garrison Caldera and Copiapo; that the 
Huascar had unded in Caldera Bay during 
the night but had succeeded in getting afloat 
again. Since the loss of the Blanco Encalada 
most of the insurgent forces are concentrat- 

about the nitrate ports. The only ef- 
ficient vessels remaining to the insurgents are 
the Huascar and Esmeralda, and the Almirante 
Cochrane; the remainder is made up of a few 
old gunboats and armed transports, the broken 
down and worn out remains of the Chilean 
navy. There is, therefore, little or no proba- 
bility of a demonstration by water against 
Valparaiso or other southern port by the revo- 
lutionary fleet, as I have previvusly reported 
to the department, but, on the contrary, the 
overnment torpedo cruisers, Almirante 
ynch ant Almirante Condell, and the armed 
transport Imperial keep the insurgent vessels 
in motion the nitrate ports in a constant 
state of alarm by threatening attacks. 

Early on the morning of of the 17th of May 
the Condell appeared o A port, overhauled 
a vessel in the offing, and crui about for 
some time, when the Almirante Cochrane, 
which had returned to the anchorage after 
cruising outside all night, got up steam and 
went in pursuit, soon after which the Condell 
5 pea off Pisagua, where two gunboats 
joined in the pursuit. Again on the 19th 
the Imperial ap off this port and open- 
ed a rapid fire. The object of the firing could 
not be discovered, as no other vessels were in 
sight in the offing. The Cochrane and the gun- 
boat O’Higgins stood out towards the Im- 

perial, after which firing was again heard 
until a late hour, but with what results could 
not be learned. 

„Just before these vessels went in pursuit 
of the Imperial. about 6:15 p. m., one of their 
torpedo launches, between the O’Higgins and 
this ship, but nearer the former, was acci- 
dentally blown uP. by its own torpedo and 
sank immediatly, drowning two and mortally 
wounding four of its crew of eight men. One 
of the dead bodies was brought alongside the 
Baltimore in a gig and was soon afterward 
sent on. shore, 

»The Condell attacked Taltal on the 2ist,

City Councilman, was dangerously shot in the 
ft breast by Ed Harvey, a notorious negro 
tough.

Harvey drew off 
several saying: Uncle Henry, I don't 
want to you, but get away from there 
or I'll let you have it. Sweetland warned 
him not to as he might hit a woman or 
child, but he fired twice, first bal! missed, 
but the second struck the peacemaker in the 
left breast two inches from the heart.

STRUCK HARD BY FINLEY. 


REFUSES TO RECOGNIZE THE ALTON’S 
DEMANDS FOR PROTECTION. 


Having Declined to Pay the Fine Assessed 
Against It by the Chairman, It Has No 
Rights Under the Agreement—The Al- 
ton Will Act Independently and Will 
Reduce the Rates Between Chicago 
and Kansas City Today—Lake and 
Rail Rates Badly Demoralized—Other 
Railway News. | 


Chairman Finley gave a decision yesterday 
in the application uf the Chicago atid Alton 
for a reduction in passenger rates from Chi- 
cago to Kansas City and Chicago to St. Louis, 
which is sure to bring about a serious rate- 
war between the Alton and the other roads in 
the Western Passenger Association. The 
Alton had been quite confident that Mr. Fin- 
ley would authorize the reduced rates it asked, 
as it had been shown at the hearing a day or 
two ago that the rates were being manipulated 
by scalpers and sold at a reduction over sev- 
eral of the association roads. Much to its 
disappointment, Mr. Finley refuses to go into 
the merits of the case and says the Alton, hav- 
ing refused to obey the orders and rulings of 
the Chairman and to pay the fines assessed 
against it, is not entitled to have the agree- 
ment administered in its favor. In other 
words, Mr. Finley declines to recognize the 
Alton as a member of the association so long 
as it is in contempt of the Chairman’s rulings. 
The decision is as follows: ö

company made applications for authority to es- 
tablish a rate of %.75 from Chi to East St. 
Louis, and $ from Chicago to St.Louis, and for 
authority to establish a rate not higher than $10 
from Chicago to Kansas City, and not higher than 
$25 from Chi to Denver, allegations being 
made of irregular practices on the part of its 
competitors with respect to mileage and other 
forms of transportation, rendering necessary the 
above rates for the protection of its traffic. 

A hearing was had before the Chairman on the 
23d instant and a showing in support of the ap- 
plications was made. Before entering upon its 
merits, however, circumstances rendered it neces- 
for the Chairman to pass upon the status of ap- 
plicant under the agreement. 

In the framing of the agreement it was pro- 
vided that the chairman shall have authority to 
construe the articles of the association and all 
rules and regulations that might be adopted, 
decision to be binding upon each member except 
as otherwise provided in the 1 and fur- 
ther provision was made that all rulings and de- 
cisions of the chairman shall stand until reversed 
by a two-thirds vote of the association or by arbi- 
tration. 

In the event of any contravention of any re- 
qnirement of the a ment penalties were pro- 
vided in Article XIII., section D, of that article 
imposing a vital obligation upon members to pay 
such penalties after same sh have been prop- 
erly confirmed. And under the duty ampeses 
upon us to construe the agreement it is held that 
the notice required by Article XIII., section D, to 
lines parties to the agreement, as to the failure 
of any member to pay such penalties, is in effect 
an announcement of the abandonment by 
member of the essential obligations assumed by 
it upon becoming a party to the agreement. 

Having given notice to the parties to the agree- 
ment as provided in that section of such abandon- 
ment by applicant of its essential obligations 
under the agreement in its refusal to pay the 
penalties assessed against it in the decision ren- 
dered in the matter of complaints with respect to 
rates from Kansas City, Mo., to St. Louis, Mo., 
and from St. Louis, Mo., and East St. Louis. III., 
to Chicago, III., it becomes the duty of the Chair- 
man to hold that the applicant, 7 reason of such 
abandonment, is not entitled to have the agree- 
ment administered in its favor, and it is therefore 
not necessary to pass upon merits of the ap- 
plications. 

As Chairman Finley refuses longer to 
recognize the Alton as a member of the West- 
ern Passenger Association and refuses to 
grant it such relief as is found necessary to 
protect its revenue, it has no alternative but 
to make, whatever rates it may consider neces- 
sary to secure a fair proportion of the traffic. 
It is understood the Alton will issue notice 
today that it will make reduced passenger 
rates as follows: )

‘All this trouble is due to the boycott de- 
clared against the Alton by the Eastern roads. 
It is the evident intention of the Alton to 
force the other roads in the Western Passen- 
ger Association to come to its aid in its fight 
with the Eastern roads, and until they do this 
the Alton will continue to take an independ- 
ent position. One of the Western lines—the 
Burlington—has commenced to cut itself loose 
from the Eastern dictation, and notified the 
Board of Rulings that it will resume the pay- 
ment of commissions in Eastern territory to 
agents of such roads as are paying commissions 
themselves in violation of the Joint committee 
rules. It remains to be seen whether the 
Board of Rulings will treat the Burlington 
the same as the Alton and declare a boycott 
agaiust it. In view of the fact that some of 
the Eastern roads themselves are paying com- 
missions, it would be the height of presump- 
tion for them to attempt to regulate the Bur- 
lington. If they fail to take action against 
the Burlington, however, what excuse, it 18 
asked, can they give for continuing the boy- 
cott against the Alton? 


PULLMAN VS. THE Sr. PAUL, 


Roswell Miller Explains His 
Company’s Position. 

Regarding the suit brought a day or two 
ago by the Pullman company against the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, claiming that the 
latter was indebted to it in the amount of 
$700,000 for its interest in a number of sleep- 
ing and dining cars, President Roswell Miller 
makes the following explanation: 

The Pullman company was the owner of one- 
fourth interest in the 45 cars used on our lines; we 
were the owner of three-fourths. The contract 
gave us the right to buy their one-fourth interest 
when the contract terminated, at a valuation to 
be agreed upon, or to be arbitrated. In endeavor- 
ing to agree upon this valuation a controversy 
arose as to certain items and also as to certain 
amounts which we claim to be due us under the 
contract for erroneous charges by the Pullman 
1 Cartas the life of the contract. We 
shall be glad to have the matter settled by an im- 

artial court. If the Pullman company’s one- 

ourth interest in our cars was worth ‘$700,000 it 
was high time for us to operate them ourselves. 

It is said by expert railway officials the 
Pullman company cannot lay claim to more 
than one-fourth of the amount named. A 
first class sleeping-car, it is said, can be built 
for $16,000. Thus the total value of the forty- 
five cars could not be more than $720,000, 
about the amount claimed for its one-fourth 
interest by the Pullman company. Many of 
the cars, it is claimed, have been in service 
several years and are not worth more than 
$8,000 each. The forty-five cars, the St. Paul 
people say, are not worth over $400,000, and 
one-fourth of that would be only $100 000,

David Boyle, Inventor of the Ice Machine 

David Boyle, the inventor of the first ice man- 
ufacturing machinery. died at Mobile, Ala., of 
heart disdase yesterday morning, A wife and 
three children are left. They live at No. 521 
West Monroe street, Chicago. 

For the last fifteen years Mr. Boyle has devoted 
his life to the study of refrigerating machinery. 
He was born in Johnstone, Scotland, in 1837. In 
1859 he emigrated to Mobile. During the war he 
heard of the ice-producing scheme and the idea 
took possession of his mind. He worked inces- 
santly till the marvel of producing ice in summer 
in the hot Southern climate was a fact. In 1875 
he came to Chicago, where he found the best fa- 
cilities for building his ice machines. The sys- 
tem for making ice in brief is this: Ammonia is 
compressed in cylinders which lead off into wa- 
ter, and the compressed ammonia absorbs the 
heat from the water, forming ice. 

MoBILE, Ala., June 25.—{Special.]}—Mr. Boyle 
came here about three months ago and erected a 
factory. Shortly afterwards he was taken sick 
and died today of heart disease. His wife and 
two children arrived here from Chicago and were 
at his bedside when he died. The remains were 
shipped to Chicago tonight.

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FOR DISPLAYS AT NIGHT. 


THE WORLD'S FAIR BUILDINGS AND 
GROUNDS TO BE ILLUMINATED. 


Arrangements Ordered Made for Ligbting 


Every Structure in Order That the Fair 


May Be Open Evenings—No Manufact- 
uring to Be Done in the Manufactures 
Building—Secretary Reynolds and J 
Irving Pearce Approve of Gage’s Indus- 
trial Exposition Scheme. 

Night shows and electric lights gleaming 
everywhere will be among the striking features 
of the Exposition. 

Every buildmg on the World’s Fair grounds 
will be installed with an electric plant to af- 
ford it brilliant illumination after nightfall. 
Not only will the buildings of the Exposition 
be bright with the radiance of thousands of 
electric lamps but the waters of the lagoon 
and canal, the picturesque wooded island, and 
the beautiful green sward and grass plats of 
the grounds will glow with . incandescent 
lights. 

This has been decided upon and the Depart- 
ment of Construction and Electricity has 


been ordered to supply each building with 


fixtures for electric lighting. 

In addition to this Landscape Architect 
Olmsted has been planning for months to 
supply adequate electric lighting for the 
grounds, and in this work has been assisted 
by Thomas Edison, the Wizard of Menlo 
Park.“ 

While it has generally been conceded that 
there would be night shows at the Exposition 
official action has not been taken until within 
the last few days. The official instructions to 
go ahead and supply all buildings with 


electric-lighting apparatus is taken as suff. suffi 


cient evidence that the Exposition will be 
open nights. 

It became necessary to reach some decision, 
owing to the numerous queries from intend- 
ing exhibiters. They wanted to know whether 
the Fair would be open nights. 
said they would be willing to spend a great 
many additional thousands of dollars in fancy 
lighting for the proper display of a night ex- 

ibi 

Another and somewhat different thing 
which has been decided upon is that there 
shall be no manufacturing in the Manufact- 
ures Building. This structure will contain 
only the manufactured products. It was 
generally thought that the contr would be 
true. But the plan now is that manufact- 
uring must be done in the buildings in which 
raw materials are displayed. For instance, 
while cotton goods will be exhibited in the 
Manufactures — the process of weav- 
me Se same must be looked for in the Agri- 
cultural Building. 

Diamonds and other precious stones will be 
exhibited in the Manufactures Building, but 
the arts of the lapidary will be shown in the 
Mines and Mining Building, since diamonds 
are a product of mining. The same is true of 
all other classes of exhibits. The idea at pres- 
ent is that there shall not be a single wheel 
turned in the Manufactures Building. 


THEY APPROVE OF THE PLAN, 


J. Irving Pearce and Secretary Reynolds

Industrial Exposition company has not taken 
any action as yet upon the scheme proposed 
by Lyman J. Gage for the disposition of the 
Exposition Building.

The Western Traffic Association has agreed 
to charge full rates for all stock sent to the 
Exposition. The same will be returned free 
without reservation. This associaton, how- 
ever, charges full transportation rates for the 
attendant, while the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion allows the attendant to ride both ways 
without cost.

HE IS EXAMINED AT SOME LENGTH 
IN JUDGE SCALES’ COURT. 


Mr. .Browning’s Evidence Regarding the 
Indebtedness to the Continental Bank— 
What Mr. Dennis Is Said to Owe the 
Firm—Something About the Mortgage 
Given and Why It Was Not at First Re- 
corded—Detalls of the Testimony. 

All of yesterday the R. W. Dunham & Co. 
case was on hearing before Judge Scales. T. 
Walter Browning and Ransom W. Dunham, 
the head of the flrꝛa, were the principal wit- 
nesses. Mr. Dunham did not take the stand 
until late in the afternoon. This morning Mr. 
Browning, who was excused from testifying 
further in order that he might prepare a 
schedule of debts due the firm, will present 
the list. He places the bills and notes at $38,- 
000, and the book accounts at $100,000. Some 
ofthese are of doubtful value. The purpose 
of making the list is to decide which are good. 

In his forenoon’s evidence Browning said 
that the firm owed the Continental National 
Bank at one time $250,000, or $150,000 in ex- 
cess of the first deed on Mr. Dunham’s prop- 
erty. E. W. Dennis also turned his property 
into the bank, and the finanvial institution 
held as added security $80,000 worth of stocks 
and bonds. Dennis is ill at Waukegan, but 
will be in court as soon as he is able. 

Edwin Walker, attorney for the Continental 
Bank, raised an objection to going into the 
question of the indebtedness to that institu- 
tion, but the objection was overruled. Cash- 
ier Douglass Hoyt and Vice-President Win- 
terbotham have been subpoenaed to tell what 
they know. 

Among other matters of evidence was the 
fact that Dennis owes the house $60,000. A 
meeting of bank officials and members of the 
firm was held the Saturday preceding the dis- 
solution. The bank officials will be exam- 
ined as to what transpired. - 

Mr. Dunham was on the stand in the after- 
noon and told the now pretty well known his- 
tory of the many changss in the Dunham

„Mr. Black came to my office,’ said the 
witness, ‘‘and told me what he had done. 
asked for a quit claim deed to the property. I 
told him I would give it, with the understand- 
ing that I should be taken care of as I had 
been. The agreement was that the quit claim 
should run to Attorney Custer for the bank 
and be held as a second mortgage. 

Mr. Dunham said he had reserved his 
homestead and afterwards transferred it to 
his wife. The deed was recorded May 20. Mr. 
Dunham told an interesting story of the way 
he had been forced to sign the quit-claim 


deed. 

**T sent a $10,000 check,“ said he slowly, to 
the bank to be certified. paper came 
back with a message that Mr. Black wanted 
to sec me. I went over, showed him the 
check, and asked what was the matter. Mr.

After a few more questions Mr. Dunham 
was excused until 10 o’clock this morning.

When court opened Messrs. Dunham, Har- 
rison, Browning, their attorneys, and repre- 
sentatives of the Continental Bank were pres- 
ent. Mr. Dennis was not in court. His at- 
torney said he was sick in bed. His appear- 
ance was vouched for as soon as his health 
would permit, and then the examination of T. 
W. Browning began. He was questioned 
about his connection with the firm, and told 
about the same story that Harrison did last 
week. Dennis, he said, withdrew June 1, but 
took no money out of the business. He owed 
the firm $60,000, | 

The $100,000 mortgage to the Continental 
Bank came in for an airing. Mr. Browning 
said the firm owed the bank about that amount 
when the deed was executed. He afterwards 
said the firm at one time owed the bank $150,- 
000 in excess of the mortgage. He estimated 
the indebtedness now at $190,000 or $200,000. 
This amount, he said, had been secured by 
real estate and securities transferred to the 
bank. He said the last transfer was made 
some time before | 15. 

„Why did you stop?” asked the attorney. 

„Because there weren’t any more to take,“ 
tersely replied the witness. 

Mr. Browning said the firm kept its bank 
accounts at the Corn Exchange and the Bank 
of Montreal. He thought they had owed the 
former $25,000 on a note recently taken up. 
The witness said he had had conferences dur- 
ing May with John C. Black of the Continental 
Bank, at which the firm’s affairs had been dis- 
cussed. He had furnished the banker with 
statements of the firm’s condition. 

Mr. Black is in Europe, so Mr. Mayer asked 
Browning about the memoranda. At first he 
could remember nothing. But finally he es- 
timated that the assets had been shown to be 
$430,000, while the liabilities were placed at 
$350,000. Mr. Browning thought Mr. Dennis’ 
withdrawal been occasioned by an argu- 
ment between Dunham and the man from 
Waukegan. | 

Mr. Mayer asked how much money the part- 
ners drew Monday, June 15, after they had 
decided to close out the trades. He said Mr. 
Dunham had taken $4,000, Mr. Harrison $250, 
and the witness $1,000. All these payments 
had been made in currency.

WILL THE ALLIANCE SPLIT? 


The Subtreasury Plan and the Effect of the 
Dallas Convention. 


Jackson; Miss., June 25.—During the visit 


here of Messrs..Polk, Lavingston, McDanieil, 
and Willetts, the Farmers’ Alliance leaders, 
many interesting developments came to the 
surface relative to National Alliance matters. 
The National Alliance Legislative Council met 
in Washington last February and created a 
Legislative committee consisting of three 
members, of which M. S. Hall, President of 
the Missouri Alliance, was one. The function 
of this committee was to formulate measures 
growing out of the 8 * demanas to 
be represented in the Fifty-second Con- 
gress. Hall, from the inception of the Sub- 
treasury measure, has been one of its strong- 
est opponents. When he was selected a mem- 
ber of this committee it was regarded asa 
victory for the anti-Subtreasury people, and it 
was proclaimed as an indication of the aban- 
donment of the scheme. After his election 
Hall began a war against the scheme and with 
his coadjutors has succeeded im organizing a 
movement covering the entire Southern 
States. A call for a meeting of the Anti-Sub- 
treasury League at Dallas, Tex., July 10 is 
the result.

Electric cars inside of these structures 
to carry the shoppers to the different depart- 
ments, underground roads to transport the 
goods directly from the faetory or the railway 
station to the basement, and other labor and 
time saving devices will mäke these business 
palaces everything that could be desired by 
the most enthusiastic nationalist. 

With every branch of business located in its 
proper palace, with the railroad terminals or- 
ganized as clearing houses, with the butchers, 

rocers, and vegetable aealers massed in a 
ew large markets, and with improved meth- 
ods of street transportation rush roar 
that now make pandemonium of -the avenues 
of commerce of a city like Chicago would be 
gone. The pavements could be smooth and 
well cleaned, there would be plenty of room 
fur pedestrians and light vehicles—1in short, 
the most bustling city would cease to be a 
place to destroy nerves, and would become a 
pleasant place of residence. All of these re- 
forms can and probably will be brought about 
early in the twentieth century. The Chicago 
clearing house is a promising beginning.

New York, June 22.—/ Philadelphia Record

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Reproduction of the Statue of Beecher Un- 
veiled in Brooklyn Wednesday. 

J. Q. A. Ward’s statue of Henry Ward 
Beecher, unveiled in Brooklyn Wednesday, is 
considered one of the finest pieces of work 
ever turned out of a studio, The statue cost 
$35,000, and Mr. Ward devoted the best part 
of three years to its production. The cost was 
defrayed by popular subscriptions collected 
by the Brooklyn Art Association. The statue 
of Mr. Beecher stands on a simple polished 
pedestal of dark Quincy granite, with rounded 
sides and heavy cap and base designed by 
Richard M. Hunt, the architect. This has on 


the left the figure of a negro girl in coarse 
slave costume, aud on the right those of 
two children, a boy and a girl, humbly clad. 
Mr. Beecher is shown with overcoat on and 
soft felt hat in hand as if stopped for a mo- 
ment in a walk or about to ad an out-of- 
door assemblage. | 

It is as the public man and not as the 
preacher that the sculptor, in view of the 
widely popular nature of the movement 
which resulted in the erection of the statue, 
has represented his subject. The pose is 
natural, the modeling strong and realistic, 
and the expression of the face, turned to the 
right, and excellent as a portrait, is particu- 
larly happy.
